fashioned employers 
of 
labor 
who 


looked only upon their own side of 
the question, and the men who control 
the "greedy" and "grasping" corpora- 
tions, as the old timers were popularly

made by some of the greatest experts 
in the employment line that the coun- 
try affords, at a convention held last 
.week, at' the Boston City club, by the 
Employment Managers association of 
America.

duced below. Mr. Coho's remarks will 
be read with deep interest by employer 
and employe alike. 


Mr. Coho spoke as follows:— • • 
In arising to address you on the sub- 


ject of, my paper, covering the sourco 
of labor supply and the means of get- 
ling in touch with them, it seems to 
nie th.'it before proceeding 
with the 


purely mechanical methods of handling 
the labor department, a few minutes 
may very profitably be 
given to the 


consideration of the employment man- 
ager as an individual and the type of 
individual he necessarily has to be. 


In the lirst place, when a man is 


made an employment manager for a 
corporation ho should have ii distinct 
,vh(terBtan<Hng with his superior offi- 
cers as to just what his responsibili- 
ties are to be and just ho\v far he is 
expected to be held responsible for the 
character of the people whom he em- 
ploys. It Is manifestly impossible for 
an employment manager to get 
the 


best results unless the responsibility 
for his results is to be up to him and 
the responsibility left with him. If he 
must employ friends of the overseers 
or. friends and relatives of higher oJIi- 
tials, bis work is necessarily circum- 
scribed and he should not be held re- 
sponsible to- the results obtained. On 


taining people until he knows thor- 
oughly all of the departments and the 
class of help which they require. Un- 
Jc-r theee circumstances, he should be 
a man of broad experience and In a 
technical industry, a man of technical 
tducatlon. He should also be a man, 
who has, to a large extent, had a eood 
(leal of practical experience so that the 
plans which he develops will 'oe based 
on good common sense and obtain the 
results which he in looking for. 


Probably the best method for any 


c-mployment manager In large indus- 
trial plants employing people Is the 
conference plan. 
An 
association 
01 


overseers should be formed and they 
should moot at least once a. week in 
Industries where the flow of 
help is 


large, and should frankly criticise the 
employment manager for the class of 
help that he has procured for them. 
This method Is employed by a great 
many largo industiial corporations and 
P working out very satisfactorily. At 
hesc meetings the record of Ihc people 
who 
have been 
employed should be 


taken and the overseers should report 
their 
satisfaction 
or 
dissatisfaction 


with the people obtained, pointing out 
wherein 
people thus 
obtained had 


failed. 
In other words, to my mind, no one 


Individual about a. plant should 
en- 


deavor to run ihe entire place without 
consulting freely with all his associ- 
ates. 
/' 
A thing which should always b6 done 


at these conferences is to keep minutes 
which should be written out and hand- 
ed to the members of the committee, 
so that they may come 
prepared 
to 


take part in the discussion and to say 
definitely whether the remarks attrib- 
uted to them were made or not. 


To my mind, 
the most 
important 


thing aboul any labor bureau or em- 
ployment manager is that he outlines 
his policy—that he prepares a very 
definite type of application blank and 
that he have always in mind the fact 
that he Is a clearing house for all the 
labor throughout the plant; that he 
must therefore 
be untrammelled 
by 


rules and regulations or favoritism. 


An empolyment manager's 
depart- 


ment is rather a new thing in some of 
our industries, although it has been 
used abroad and has been used here 
among the larger industries. It would 
seem to me that eventually the smaller 
concerns can unite and form a mutual 
employment bureau; thus dividing up 
the expense in obtaining those records 
of their people, which are absolutely 
essential if they wish, to 
obtain 
the 


best results. 
Returning now to 
the subject as- 


signed to n\f, that is the sourco of sup- 
ply, 
I would stvy that, of course, nat- 


urally you al\ wish to obtain as mucli 
of your labor from 
your

community as you possibly can.

Employes are human and probably 


cne of the most priced theories Is con- 
sistency, which, unfortunately, many of 
us,are absolutely void of, but in han- 
dling bodies of men and women there' 
aeems to be nothing which gets their 
loyally and their support so much as 
absolutely consistent plans. 
This can 


readily be understood when you find so 
many people who prefer to take a set 
salary even though it be small, rather 
than run any risk. 
There are many 


men 
totally without a gambling in- 


stinct who will work for years for a 
steady wage, who, by having a little 
courage in mukin ga change might be- 
come rich men. Probably the feminine 
sloe of the family is somewhat respon- 
sible- for this, as most of 
the 
ladles 


prefer to know exactly what theli- in- 
come Is and to live within it rather 
than to take a chance of uncertain 
returns. 


Where your plant is the only one ol 


Its kind in your community, your prob- 
lem IE not so great, but e-ven then the 
most successful concern will be the one 
which changes Its rules and regula- 
tions the least often and builds up a 
reputation for standard methods, both 
among its employes^ and 
among 
Its 


executive etaff. 


Another source of 
rather Important is that of the (rlends 
of your workers. 
It becomes neces- 


sary at times to ask your people to 
bring In their friends and naturally 
they will bring them to those places 
where the character of the employes is 
of the best. The best plan for this sort 
of thing is the plan of a great many 
different societies and clubs in the- or- 
ganizations, so that 
your 
employes 


talk about their work at home and. are 
proud of it.

purely mechanical methods of handling 
the liibor department, a few minutes 
may very profitably ho given to 
the 


consideration of the employment man- 
ager as an individual and the type of 
individual he necessarily has to be. 


In the flrst place, when a man is 


made an employment manager for i 
corporation he should have a distinct 
understanding with his superior offi- 
cers as to just what his responsibili- 
ties are to be and just how far he is 
expected to be held responsible for ihe 
character of the people whom' he em- 
ploys. 
It is manifestly impossible for 


an employment manager to 
get 
tile 


best results unless the responsibility 
for his results is to be up to him and 
the'responsibility left with him. If he 
must employ friends of the overseers 
or friends and relatives of higher olli- 
cials, his work is necessarily circum- 
scribed and he should not be held re- 
sponsible for the results obtained. On 


many large Industrial corporations and 
•f working out very satisfactorily.

ihesu meetings (lie record of the people 
who

should be

Another source of supply which Is 


rather important is that of the friends 
of your workers. 
It becomes neces- 


sary at times to ask your people to 
bring in their friends and naturally 
they will bring them to those places 
where the character of the employes 
o'f the best. The best plan for this sort 
of thing is the plan of a great, man) 
different societies and clubs in the or- 
ganizations, so lhat 
your employes 


talk about their work at home and are 
proud of it. The plan of baseball clubs

appeals to

He will win 


out in this once but never the sec- 
ond time. If he only requires a cer- 
tain amount of help for a given time, 
let him slate it frankly, because, 
to 


my mind, nothing will so 
much 
in- 


terfere with the reputation of a plant, 
as an employment manager who will 
get people to leave one job to go to him 
and after a week or two allow them 
to go. 
If this is clone 
more 
than 


once, his reputation and that of his 
plant will suffer and 
In 
times 
of 
stress his results will be most unsat- 
isfactory. 
Another most important matter is 


that of taking people away from com- 
petitors. 
Here, 1 think, the employ- 


ment manager has a tremendous op- 
portunity and your association par- 
ticularly can serve 
the 
community 


and the public; at the same time be- 
ing fair to the employes. It is mani- 
feslly unfair to say to a man because 
he works for a competitor, 
that he 


cannot be employed by you. > Also, it 
is deeply unfair to offer a man more 
money to come to you—thus 
raising 


the rate of both ot your 
plants. 
A 


fair proposition, to my rnind, would 
be for the employment managers of 
'two competing concerns to arrive at a 
definite understanding between 
them- 


selves as to the requisite notice which 
an employe should give before leav- 
ing to go with the competitor and the 
wage basis should never be used as 
an inducement. 
Manifestly there are 


many times when a man 
can 
learn 


his work in one concern and then sell 
his services to a compclitor at a high- 
er.price, and it seems only fair 
that 


he should be allowed to do this, pro- 
viding it is done on a fair basis and 


nlnds [.liable. 
While some are quite 


ntcrestcd in progressing along 
eiiu- 


•alional lines, others will liecome dil- 
atory and drop back unless this work 
Is rather more or less compulsory. 


U is manifestly certain 
that

We are gathered here tonight to pay 


our meed of respect and tb show pur 
sympathy for those heroes who gave 
their all, even their lives that Ireland 
should be a free and independent na- 
tion ainonk the nations of the world. 


One hundred and forty-one years ago 


:he farmers of Lexington and Concord 
with the spirit of free men permeating: 
:heir being, Bred the shot that brought 
:his most wonderful country into.be- 
'ng and made it the greatest nation 
n the world. Many looked upon them 
is dreamers and hair-brained men. but 
hey saved this land from British rule 
for all time. 


As In those days so it is now. the 


.eaders of the rebellion in Ireland are 
called by some hair-brained. We know 
hat history tells us (hat no people 
ever gained their independence, never 
>ecame a free people without fighting 
'or it and shedding blood. Thousands 
of Irishmen have shed their blood 'in 
ho trenches for England, for England 
vho has persecuted them for 700 years, 
and whose rule for the last century 
las caused n. drop in population from 
about 8,000,000 to 4.000,000. 


P«ter Pearse, his 
brother 
William, 


Thomas McDonagh, Clarke. 
Connolly 


and .McBride. made up their minds that 
the time was opportune for them to 
shed their blood if necessary but not 
n the foreign trenches. .They decided 
to give their blood and their lives on 
Irish soil, that their land, the land of 
heir fathers, the land of Owen 
Roe 


O'Neil, Wolf Tone and the immortal 
Emmet, should be a free and indepen- 
dent nation.

In a very warm and complimentary 


vein Mr. Miskella introduced

lames E. O'Donnell who made the fol- 
owing address: 


The purpose of this meeting this 


evening is two-fold. \Vc.irc assembled 
jrimarily, to discuss honestly, earnest- 
~.y and as dispassionately as human na- 
:ure will permit, the recent 
act 
of 


Great Britain, in the execution of the 
death penalty, in some cases, without 
even the excuse afforded by the exist- 
ence of martial law, upon those Irish 
patriots who participated In the Dub- 
in rebellion. 


And it is with a spirit of deep pro- 


:cst that we read of the haste with 
which these sentences were executed, 
and of England's apparent discrimina- 
tion in the selection of the victims, so 
summarily put to deatli,. 


At the outbreak of the rebellion in 


Dublin, a pro-British press character- 
zed it as the mad 
act 
of a hair- 


brained few, composed of boys, labor- 
ers. denizens of the slums: a motley 
ind irresponsible crowd of rioters. Yet, 
mmcdiately following these announce- 
ments, came the news of the speedy 
execution of the signatories of the Irish 
declaration of independence, and other 
eaders of th* movement: and 
who 


were the"y? 
Not the hair-brained, nor 


.he irresponsible, but cultured and in- 
.ellectual men. scholars, poets, literary 
geniuses, members of Ireland's oldest 
and best known families, and the Han- 
cocks, Franklins and Carrols of Irish 
recdom. 


And we arc assembled, too, for the 


nirpose of setting forth the necessity 
if educating a portion of the public in 
ho knowledge of the Irish question as 
rishmen understand it. and thereby to 
isabuse that portion of the public mind 
•hich too often has formed opinions on 
nformation emanating 
from 
British 


ources. 
If we can cd'ucatc all men to 


true conception of the Irish situation. 


hey may understand why Irishmen are 
nder no obligation to England. an.l 
hey. too, may have no conlldcncc In 
island's promises to Ireland. 
They 


appreciate also, that there is no 


onnd reason why Ireland should be 
oing so large a share of Itic flghtine 
or England in the present conflict, and 
they ma> realize as do the friends of 
Irish freedom, that England's promise 
to grant 
home rule', at the close 
of 


tlie war, was simply a bait to attract 
the gallant Irish soldiers to right bur 
battles. 
If England was sincere why 


was not home rule granted upon the 
passage of the homo rule bill? 
What 


has England done for Ireland that Ire- 
land must be forced to pay the cost of 
this war, not only with Ihe lives of her 
young manhood, but in the greatly in- 
creased taxation that inevitably must 
follow its close. 
People will tell us 


better in Ireland 


the streets and in Ihe prisons of Dub- 
lin ^that is flowing on the battlefields 
of Europe, and by means of which Eng- 
land Is still on the map of the world. 


Our pro-British friends deplore 
tho 


execution 'of Pearse, MacDonagh, Plun- 
kett and the other Irish patriots who 
have been summarily dealt with 
but 


remind us that they invited their'fate, 
and that their execution was done with 
propriety, 
jjut as England has dis- 


criminated In the selection of her In- 
dividual victims in this particular case; 
she has otherwise discriminated in.fiio 
punishment of those who have rebelled 
against her authority. 
The Boer up- 


rising has not yet passed from mem- 
ory. The Boers, like the men of Dub- 
lin, were rebels and traltprs. Their re- 
bellion was subdued, and that was all 
Two years ago the men of Ulster armed 
and defied constituted authority to show 
their opposition to home rule. 
They 


were traitors and rebels but England 
didn't even make any determined ef- 
fort to subdue that rebellion, while 
r-he showed her feeling In the matter, 
by giving Sir Edward Carson a place 
In her cabinet. 
But when the rebel- 


lion In Dublin was suppressed we find 
England visiting: swift vengeance upon 
the leaders, under the guise of the pro- 
visions of martial law, while more re- 
cently we'havc been informed tha.t Edi- 
tor Skefliugton and others were ac- 
tually murdered without any justifica- 
tion In law, martial or otherwise. 


We have ample Justification for hold- 


ing a meeting of this nature, and I be- 
lieve that public opinion wlthjn 
the 


past few days has come to an appre- 
ciation of uur position. 


Speaking for myself. I am here lo 


voice my protest against 
England's 


treatment of the leaders in the recent 
uprising, and to ask 
for ' them fair 


judgment by the world. I am not-here 
to decry or to vilify any Irish members 
of the English parliament whose opin- 
ions concerning Ireland are not In ac- 
cordance with those entertained by me, 
for we are all privileged to hold anil 
express opinions of our o.wn, upon this 
matter as upon all others. 
But we 


have a number of well known, well in- 
formed and eloquent speakers here this 
evening, and I shall proceed to present 
them to you. 


Joseph Smith 


Joseph Smith, member of the na- 


tional executive committee 
of 
the 


Friends of Irish Freedom, was 
then 


introduced and his speech was as fol- 
lows: 
.This is -a solemn and serious o'cca- 


sion. We meet, to record our horror 
and indignation of 
the atrocity; and 


humanity and brutal' blood-guiltiness 
of the British government in the carji- 
lal .of Ireland. 
The full particulars of 


Ihe reign of terror and bloodshed in 
Dublin will not be learned until days 
3f peace come; and not then if Eng- 
land and her venal American press can 
prevent it by silence and concealment; 
aut enough Is leaking out of Ireland to 
tell us that the infamies of '9S, the 
mockery of trials by courts-martial, 
murders without' trial 
in 
barrack 


yards.ithe official murders by packed 
courts, and al! the means, methods 
and machinery of British, frightfulness 
are in full operation. The outcries in 
parliament, the protests of English pa- 
pers, the panic of Redmond and 
his 


party give us a hint of the awful con- 
ditions concealed from America; and 
only the Carsonltes and the 
meaner 


type of pro-British papers, such as we 
produce in Lowell, have applauded the 
massacres and sought to 
Justify (he 


crimes of England. 
' 


The men who fought and failed in 


Dublin have passed beyond the stage 
of criticism; they are now among the 
immortals; stars in the firmament'of 
freedom; and their names will he the 
rallying cries of the lovers of liberty 
while grass grows and 
water 
runs. 


The epithets and slanders hurled 
at 


the men who loved liberty better than 
life are as harmless and useless as the 
barking of the dogs that bay at the 
moon; .the dead of Dublin, have noth- 
ing to gain from the verdicts of time 
and posterity; it is the living of Ira- 
land and America .who 
must 
keep 


watch and ward and to have and to 
hold what we possess of liberty against 
the English 
plotter 'abroad and the 


Anglo-American traitor at home. 


We come here tonight to honor our 


glorious dead, not mourn them; their 
name and fame are secure; our duty 
is to record our allegiance to the prin- 
ciples they have preached, practiced 
and perished for, keep 
green 
their 


memory, and take up the burden they 
have laid down as a duty and heritage 
to pass on. 


.The men who died in' the 
streets 


of Dublin and in front of the British 
firing squad were the flower of their 
day and generation, poets, 
writers, 


scholars, 
thinkers, 
the 
intellectual 


peers of any in the empire Ihey have 
haled and fought against, men pure of 
heart, lofty of spirit, great of soul, men 
who darcrl al! and lost all, but did riot 
die in vain. As God lives these men 
shall live to inspire gene-rations 
yet 


unborn, to. dwell in Ihe hearts of men 
and the songs of singers, for the blood 
of the martyrs is the seed of liberty. 
The me-in and the shallow have stig- 
matized 
them 
as 
fools, 
mad men. 


feathcrheads and rebels. Perhaps they 
were. Horatius who died at the bridge 
of Ihe Tiber lo save Rome; the mcr. of 
Middlesex who threw.down the gage

America 


conies to understand the treachery of 
England's friends within our frontiers 
and the betrayal of our interests by a 
venal and vicious pro-Uritlsh 
press. 


true Americans will learn to appreci- 
ate the work of Germany. 


To the men of Irish blood here to- 


night I have this,to say: Thank God 
for the dead of Dublin! We 
must 


never forget their names 
and 
their 


sacrifices; teach them to your children, 
for Inasmuch as ihey revere ami re- 
member the deeds and the deah of 
their motherland, -so will their Jove 
and loyalty for this splendid land, this 
refuge of"the oppressed, increase and 
multiply.

"In opening. I want to congratulate

moral cowardice of public men in Mas- 
sachusetts. In speaking as he did fiom 
this platform tonight. Mayor O'Donnell

"In 
Ihe 
past 
few 
weeks I 
have 


spuhen to immense audiences through- 
out this state, and great meetings of 
this character have been or will be held 
in every city of importance. ' Last Mon- 
day I spoke in the splendid auditorium 
of Springlield'before five thousand per- 
sons, with quite HE many turned away. 
The meeting was not confined to creed 
or class or country, but all who came 
were in sympathy with the noble ones 
who were butchered because they tried 
to throw off the yoke of British mis- 
rule and to 
make 
Ireland 
a nation 


among the nations. 


"Two things • have impressed them- 


selves upon me in the news of Ihe past 
few days—two things which 'itand out 
anioris all the things which have come 
to us. 
The first was the courage of 


that 15-year-old Irish boy, who, un- 
flinchingly, stood up before a row of 
British rirles, and who told the oflicei-5 
to shoot-him.- That 
was 
wonderful 


courage, the courage that typifies Ire- 
land today. .-And the second was that 
unspeakable inhumanity which caused 
ihe British .o prop James Connolly Up 
in his bed, Connolly, who was u>o weak 
because of a wound" he had received, 
and to shoot him to death the while 
he was so propped up. 


"And 
this must show that lingland li 


delirious in- her rage al those leaders 
of the Irish cause who have revived the 
nationality of the Irish people. 
That 


16-year-old boy will Jive and will in- 
f.pire thousands to emulate his won- 
derful spiril, while the memory of Con- 
nolly, will speak to millions in coming 
generations and Impel them on to light 
which will ultimately mean a free and 
independent Ireland. By shooting down 
Connolly the fact has been emphasized 
that 'the English government 
is 
un- 


worthy of respect in the cyeb of the 
civilized world. 


"Not only has Great Britain lost the 


friendship of the Irish people, through 
the brutal 
murder 
of 
these Dublin 


leaders, but of millions of olliers who 
had wished to sec her win in her stru£. 
gle against Germany." And well may 
the other members of the alliance ask 
what has come over Great Britain. 


"The Irish spirit 
is 
unquenchable, 


and the ultimate goal of Ireland will 
be her 
independence. Machine 
guns 


and rifles and calumny cannot down the 
Irish, can never daunt them. 


"Ireland in rebellion is a vital blow 


at the British empire. 
No news 
Is 


coming to us out of Ireland but the 
few pictures we have received show 
that the destruction wrought in Dub- 
lin has been greater and 
more far- 


reaching than we have been allowed to 
learn of in this country. 


"The world powers will insist on tho 


freedom of Ireland from thu British 
yoke, just as some years ago the po. 
ers made Turkey give to the control of 
Greece those lands which belonged to 
her, 
made Turkey relinquish the hold 


she had on Greek nationality. 


"Less than 100 years ago Greece as a 


nation had practically passed off the 
map; the Greek language was a dca:I 
letter. 
The. few Greek patriots 
kept 


alive the spirit of tho race but from 
afar. 
They were in Odessa. Russia. 


Turkey h:id subdued 
and 
terrorized 


Greece, but the nations of .Europe came 
to the assistance of Greece, -when, lo 
and 
behold, 
Greece- was 
suddenly 


brought back into national life. 
And 


that nation is the only one in Europe 
at the present time which knows how 
to rule itself in this hour of trouble. 


"And the nations of the world will 


recognize the claims of the Irish peo- 
ple to independence, for the history of 
the world is inexorable in its repeti- 
tions. 
(Applause.) 
The outcome 
of 


this Dublin rebellion will be the same 
as was the outcome of the affairs at 
Lexington and Concord. . . 


"The English government has pro- 


ceeded without restraint, all huniane- 
ness of principle has been dropper], ev- 
ery principle of enlightenment has been 
thrown to the winds in the treatment 
of tho'lrish people. Who are the Huns 
now 
(Applause and cheers.) 
What 


about the Serbian and the Belgian out- 
rages, what can be said about them 
more, in face the Irish deportations, 
the Irish murders, the strangling of a 
national hope?" (Applause.) 


Mr. O'Connell then reviewed the.work 


of the dead leaders,. told of what they 
bad stood for, and specially commend- 
ed the scholarly- attainments of Pa- 
(iraic H. Pearse and of the work to bet- 
ter social conditions which had been 
carried on by James Connolly. 


Continuing, he sairl: "H was delib- 


erate murder—it was nothing short of 
that crime. These men will be avenged

In the first place, when a man is 


made an employment manager for a 
corporation be should have a distinct 
vnderstanding with his superior olli- 
cers as to just what his responsibili- 


• ties are to be and just' how far he is 


expected to be held responsible for the 
character of the people whom ho cm- 
ploys. 
It is manifestly impossible for 


an employment manager to get 
the 


best results unless the responsibility 
for his results is to be up to him and 
the responsibility left with him. If lie 
must employ friends of the overseers 
or friends and relatives of higher oll'i- 
cials, his work is necessarily circum- 
scribed and be should not be held re- 
sponsible for the results obtained. On 
ihe other hand, he necessarily cannot 
he given all of the authority for ob- 


jiloyment manager is that he outlines 
his policy—that he prepares a 
very 


definite type of application blank and 
that he have always in mind the fact 
that he Is a clearing house for all the 
labor throughout the plant; that he 
must therefore be untrammelled by 
rules and regulations or favoritism. 


An empolyment 
manager's 
depart- 


ment is rather a new thing in some of 
our industries, although it has been 
used abroad and has been 
used here 


among the larger industries. It would 
seem to me that eventually the smaller 
concerns can unite and form a mutual 
employment bureau: thus dividing up 
the expense in obtaining those records 
ot their people, which, are absolutely 
essential if they wish to 
obtain 
the 


best results. 
Returning now to the 
subject as- 


signed to me, that is the source of sup- 
ply I would say that, of course, nat- 
urally you all wish to obtain as much 


you find that they will attract to you 
a very much better class of people, 
providing, of course, that the original 
foundation is right. Right here let me 
say that I do not believe too 
much 
stress can be placed upon the character 
of your employes. 
I believe that it is 


essential that every, employment mana- 
ger be a man of very high ideals, a 
man of very noble motives, and one 
utterly devoid of the 
money making 


instinct, because it not only follows 
that he must become, If he docs his 
work at all well, the "father confessor" 
of the entire plant, and therefore he 


minds pliable. 
While some are quite 


interested in progressing along edu- 
cational lines, others will become dil- 
ilory and drop back unless this work 
Is rather more or less compulsory. 


It Is manifestly certain 
that 
our 


type of government must continue 
and if our type of government is to 
continue, it is equally certain tbat our 
voters must be able 
to 
decide 
for 


themselves on plan 
of 
government. 


Therefore, it is essential that manu- 
facturing 
establishments 
employing 


thousands of people, must 
constantly 


bring before their minds their respon- 
sibility to the state, 
to 
themselves 


and to their associates. This can.'only 
be done along stated lines by means 
of factory publications and the 
em- 


ployment of high class men.

These, of course, are only of as much 
value as the character of the man run- 
ning it is equal to his responsibility.

as an employment manager who will

Another most important matter is 


that of taking people away from com- 
petitors. 
Here, 1 think, the employ- 


ment manager has a tremendous op- 
portunity and your association par- 
ticularly can serve 
the 
community 


and the public; at the same time be- 
ing fair to the employes. It is mani- 
festly unfair to say to a man because 
he works for a competitor, that 
he 


cannot be employed by you. Also, it 
is deeply unfair to offer a man more 
money to come to you—thus raising 
the rate of both of your plants. 
A 


fair proposition, to my mind, would 
be for the employment managers of 
two competing concerns to arrive at a 
definite understanding between 
them- 
selves as to the requisite notice which 
an employe should give before leav- 
ing to go with the competitor and the 
n'age basis should never be used as 
an inducement. 
Manifestly there are 


many times when a man can learn 
his work in one concern and then sell 
his services to a competitor at a high- 
er price, and it seems only fair 
that 


he should be allowed to do this, pro- 
viding it is done on a fair basis and 
outwardly. To my mind, the most xirt- 


est, them. 
Very many of our 


bationers, particularly men and 
who have gone bad, simply 
through activities not 
sufficiently 


ployed 
and - their 
imaginations 


diseased. 
Many of these people 


can be interested 
and 
become very 


good, useful citizens if they are kept 
active and not held down to clffss rules 
and regulations. 
Therefore, an em- 


ployment manager must provide some 
outlet 
for 
these 
activities — usually 


baseball and bowling clubs and things 
of this nature can be used to good ad- 
vantage. 
On the question of re-hiring old em- 


ployes, 1 feel that any man who leaves 
in good standing, should have the priv- 
ilege of returning and going to work 
if his record is satisfactory; In fact, 
we are starting a waiting list along 
these line's. 
Often men leave think: 
ing that they will better themselves 
or attracted by a small increase in 
pay and 
find , that there are other 


things which are not so satisfactory. 
Now if these men .have worked 
out 


their notice, which by the way should 
be definitely stated 
when 
they 
are 


hired, I see no reason why they should 
not constitute your waiting list. 
You 


have trained them and with the added 
experience they have had outside they 
should be of far more value. 


Personally, I think that a list should 


always be kept of eligible employes to 
whom tho first job should be given. 
Above all, I am convinced that it is a 
mistake to take in from the outside 
any men, when you have on the inside 
people who can fill the positions. 


I believe that a hard and fast civil 


service school should be maintained.

should be a matter of competitive ex- 
amination and that a man who xecls 
that he is capable of taking a high- 
er position should submit his record 
and his abilities to the test.

He 
must be in close touch and sympathy 
with all the employes' activities and 
will have a-job which will keep him 
busy all tils waking hours, but ho will 
get bis return in the gratitude of the 
community which he serves and be 
properly recompensed by the com- 
pany who employs him.

There are two divisions of (hose who 


grumble over automobile dangers; those 
those who drive cars and complain of 
carelessness of the public, and those 
of the public who suffer from the reck- 
leiesness o£ drivers. Each has a real 
and a well defined 
grievance 
which 


«oi»!d be eliminated by mutual co-op- 
eration. 


We are now approaching; the open 


season for automobile accidents and 
the usual Monday list of deaths and 
abcidents may be seen in the press. 
These are in part due to the careless- 
ness of the public, they are 
partly 


due to unavoidable causes such as the 
failure of brakes, etc., but they are 
mostly due to the driving of the reck- 
less or those unfit to drive because of 
other causes. 


'The reckless drivers are not many 


bill they are a grave menace to life 
and limb. Possessed of speed mania 
and utterly regardless of the safcty-of 
the public they tear through the busy 
streets as though 
they were 
miles 


from a city; they approach street cor- 
ners at great speed and often without 
Bounding their horns; they dash past 
stationary electric cars 
from : which 


people are stepping and 
they drive 


close to curbs with little 
thought of 


anything except of their own 
selfish 


enjoyment. No law, no 
city 
regula- 


tion, no rule of the automobile asso- 
ciations will repress them, especially 
those of them who supply themselves 
with liquor as freely as 
they supply 


their cars With gasoline. All one can 
hbpe to accomplish is to impress sane 
drivers with the need for caution and 
to eliminate the criminally reckless as 
quickly as the law can reach them. 


On the other hand, the public should 


realize 
th'cir 
responsibility 
to pre- 


vent 
needless 
automobile 
risks. 


Parents 
should 
keep 
children 
off 


streets where auto traffic is heavy, 
and those who walk much abroad 
should learn to be cautious in crossing 
streets and stepping from cars and of? 
sidewalks. 
Persistent

the dangers that claim more victims

plague or epidemic. 


OWING THE CITY 


All cities must keep an eye out for 


the crafty citizen who, by pretending 
to have an interest in public improve- 
ments strives to have the city do a 
great deal and spend a great deal for 
the improvement of his private prop- 
erty. Sometimes it is the man who 
starts out to "develop" a section in the 
real estate sense. He builds inferior 
houses and lays out undesirable streets 
which the 'city as a matter of course 
improves in due time, laying 
down 


pavements ' and 
sidewalks, 
building 


sewers and otherwise bringing the sec- 
tion up to the civic standard. 
Others 


plead for grading, 
lights, etc., 1 


when their petitions are analyzed it 
will be discovered that they wish to 
tap the public treasury in 
order to 


spare their own pocketbooks. 


Those who are so ready to petition 


for improvements are not nearly si 
ready to pay for them, and in conse 
qiience we have uncollected taxes and 
neglected assessments. 
The 
entir 


community is thus obliged to pay for 
the selfish advantage of one Individ- 
ual. One progressive city in a neigh- 
boring state has suffered so because of 
this abuse that it contemplates doing 
no further work for owners of proper- 
ty until they obligate themselves 
to 


pay for the work that the city does 
for them. This obviates the lawsuits 
that are such a feature of attempts to 
collect legitimate taxation, and intro- 
duces a^buslness system where it is 
badly needed. 


To be sure, cities cannot stop public 


improvements 
that 
will incidentally 


benefit private citizens, for 
all 
im- 


provements do this to some 
extent. 


The danger that must be avoided is 


funded

unfunded debts, 15

in the world. Many looked upon them 
as dreamers and hair-brained men, but 
they saved this land from British rule 
for all time.

As In those days so it is now, the 


leaders of tho rebellion in Ireland are 
called by sonic hair-brained. We know 
that history tells us that no people 
ever gained their independence, never 
became^a free people without fighting 
for it iBid shedding blood. 
Thousands 


of Irishmen have shed their blood In 
the trenches for England, for England 
who has persecuted them for 700 years, 
and whose rule for the last century 
has caused a drop in population from 
about S.000,000 to 4.000.000.

purpose of 
this meeting this 
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evening is two-fold. We are assembled 
primarily, to discuss honestly, earnest- 
ly and as dispassionately as human na- 
ture will permit, the recent act of 
Great Britain, in the execution of the 
death penalty, in some cases, without 
even the excuse afforded by the exist- 
ence of martial law, upon those Irish 
patriots who participated in the Dub- 
lin ' rebellion. 


And it is with a spirit of deep pro- 


test that we read of the haste with 
which these sentences were executed, 
and of England's apparent discrimina- 
tion in the selection of the victims, so 
sunimurily put to death. 


At the outbreak of the rebellion in 


Dublin, a pro-British press character- 
ized it as the inad 
act 
of a hair- 


brained few, composed of boys, labor- 
ers, denizens of the slums; a motley 
and irresponsible crowd of rioters. Yet, 
immediately following these announce- 
ments, came the news of the speedy 
execution of the signatories of the Irish 
declaration of independence, and other 
leaders of the movement; and 
who 


were they? 
N'ot the hair-brained, nor 


the irresponsible, but cultured and in- 
tellectual men. scholars, poets, literary 
geniuses, members of Ireland's oldest 
and best known families, and the Han- 
cocks, Franklins and Carrols of Irish 
freedom. 


And we are assembled, too. for the 


purpose of setting forth the necessity 
of educating a portion of the public 
the knowledge of the Irish question as 
Irishmen understand it. and thereby to 
disabuse that portion of the public mind 
which too often has formed opinions on 
information emanating 
from 
British 


sources. If we can educate all men to 
a true conception of the Irish situation, 
they may understand why Irishmen are 
under no obligation to England, an.l 
thev, too. may have no conlidcnce in 
England's promises to Ireland. 
They 


may appreciate also, that there is no 
Mound reason why Ireland should bo 
iloins; so large a share of tho fichtinjr 
for Kugland in the present conflict, and 
they mny rcali7e as do the friends of 
Irish freedom, that' England's promise 
to grant 
home rule, at the close of 


the war. was simply a bait to attract 
tbc gallant Irish soldiers to tight her 
battles. 
If Knsland was sincere why 


was not home rule granted upon the 
'nssagc of the home rule hill? What 
in? Encland done for Ireland (hat Ire- 
jiid must be forced to pay the cost M 
his wnr. not only with the lives of her 
.•'inns manhood, but in the greatly in- 
orc.ised taxation that inevitably must

jhc streets and In the prisons of Dub- 
lin ^that is flowing on the battlefields 
of Europe, and by means of which Eng- 
land Is, still on the map of the world. 


Our pro-British friends deplore the 


execution ot Pearse, MacDonagh, Plun- 
kett and the other Irish patriots who 
have been summarily dealt with, but 
remind us that they invited their fate, 
and that their execution was done with 
propriety. 
But as England has dis- 


criminated in tho selection of her In- 
dividual victims in this particular case; 
she has otherwise discriminated in the 
punishment of those who have rebelled 
against her authority. The Boer up- 
rising has not yet passed from mem- 
ory. 
The Boers, like the men ot Dub- 


lin, were rebels and traitors. Their re- 
bellion was subdued, and that was al| 
Two years ago tho men of Ulster armed 
and delled constituted authority to show 
their opposition to borne rule. 
They 


were traitors and rebels but England 
didn't even make any determined ef- 
fort to subdue that rebellion, while 
she showed her feeling in the matter, 
by giving .Sir Edward Carson a placo 
in her cabinet. 
But when the rebel- 


lion in Dublin was suppressed we find 
England visiting swift vengeance upon 
tiie leaders, under the guise'of the pro- 
visions of martial law. while more re- 
cently we have been informed that Edi- 
tor Skcftlngton and others were ac- 
tually murdered without any justifica- 
tion in law, martial or otherwise. 


We have ample justification for hold- 


ing a meeting of this nature, and I be- 
lieve that public opinion within the 
past few days has come to an appre- 
ciation of our position. 


Speaking for myself. I am here to 


voice my protest against 
England's 


treatment of tho leaders in the recent 
uprising, and to ask 
for 
them fair 


judgment by the world. I am not here 
to decry or to vilify any Irish members 
of the English parliament whose opin- 
ions concerning Ireland are not in ac- 
cordance with those entertained by me, 
for we are all privileged to hold and 
express opinions of our own, upon this 
matter as upon all others. 
But we 


have a number of well known, well in- 
formed and eloquent speakers here this 
evening, and I shall proceed to present 
them to you.

Joseph Smith, member of the na-

This is a solemn and serious occa- 


sion. We meet to record our horror 
and indignation "of 
the atrocity, and 


humanity and brutal blood-guiltiness 
of the British government in the capi- 
tal of Ireland, i'he riill particulars of 
the reign of terror and bloodshed in 
Dublin will not be learned until days 
of peace come; and not then if Eng- 
land and her venal American press can 
prevent it by silence and concealment; 
but enough is leaking out of Ireland to 
tell us that the infamies of '98. • tlie 
mockery 
of. trials by courts-martial, 


murders without trial 
in 
barrack 


yards, the official murders by packed 
courts, and all the means, methods 
and machinery of British frightfulness 
are in full operation. The outcries In 
parliament, the protests of English pa- 
pers, the panic of Redmond and his 
party give us a hint of the awful con- 
ditions concealed from America; and 
only the Carsonites and the 
meaner 


type of,pro-British papers, such as we 
produce in Lowell, have applauded the 
massacres and sought to justify the 
crimes of England. 


The men who fought and failed in 


Dublin have passed beyond the stage 
ol criticism; they are now among the 
immortals; stars in the Firmament' of 
freedom; and their names will be the 
rallying cries of the lovers of liberty 
while grass grows and 
water 
runs. 


The epithets and slanders hurled 
at 


the men who loved liberty better than 
life are as harmless and useless as the 
barking of the dogs that bay at the 
moon; the dead of Dublin have noth- 
ing to gain from the verdicts of time 
and posterity; it is the living of Ire- 
land and America 
who 
must 
keep 


watch and ward and to have and to 
hold what we possess of liberty against 
the English 
plotter abroad and the 


Anglo-American traitor at home. 


We come here tonight to honor our 


glorious dead, not mourn them; their 
name and fame are secure; our duty 
is to record our allegiance to the prin- 
ciples they have preached, practiced 
and perished for. keep 
green 
their 


memory, and take up the ourden they 
have laid down as a duty and heritage 
to pass on. 


The men who died in the 
streets 


of Dublin and In front of the British 
liring squad were the flower of their 
day and generation, poets, 
writers, 


scholars, 
thinkers, 
the 
intellectual 


peers of any In the empire they have 
hated and fought against, men pure of 
heart, lofty of spirit, great of soul, men 
who dared all.and lost all. but did not 
die in vain. As God lives these men 
shall live to inspire generations 
yet 


unborn, to dwell in the hearts of men 
and the songs of singers, for the blood 
of the martyrs is the seed of liberty. 
The mean and the shallow have stig- 
matized 
them as fools, mad 
men. 


featherheads and rebels. Perhaps they 
were.

earth. Whether 
Germany achieves a 
positive victory in the end, or merely 
the peace that comes from baffled ex- 
haustion, she has ended

For that work Ireland and

In the days to come when, America 
oo'mes to understand the, treachery of 
England's friends within our frontiers 
and the betrayal of our'interests by a j 
venal and vicious pro-British 
true Americans will learn to 
ate the work of Germany.
